The meeting was called to order at 7:30 pm by the President VE3XT, Bill Unger with 26 
members and guests in attendance. 


Guest Speaker, VESATC Leo Wehrstedt 


Leo made two presentations, the first entitled “Is CW Dead”. He gave a brief history of his life 
as an amateur and how he hated CW at first, but then started to like it. He mentioned the 
possibility of the elimination of morse code as a requirement for an amateur license but stated 
that learning CW is just like learning another language. With the aid of a computer presentation 
entitled “IS CW DEAD” a no code test was included complete with a certificate of 
accomplishment. The second presentation was on the “Fists” CW Club, the active chapter of the 
International Morse Preservation Society. The aim of “Fists” is 1) further the use of CW, 2) 
encourage newcomers and 3) engender friendships. “Fists” was started in 1987 by G3zqs with a 
North American Chapter formed in 1990. “Fists” is global in scope with over 50 countries 
involved. Worldwide there are approximately 10,000 members. Leo also outlined the contests 
and programs that “Fists” operate. As well, “Fists” publishes a monthly newsletter averaging 24 
pages. Membership is open to everyone and costs $ 15.00 (US) a year.

SonicSpike writes "A University of Central Florida ham radio operator K4VUD (and founder of 
their film program) was caught in Port Blair during the earthquake and following tsunami! He 
and a team of other ham radio operators arrived in the Andaman and Nicobar Islands to setup 
the region's first ham station 2 weeks prior to the disaster. Once they realized what happened 
they immediately began transmitting for 20 straight hours using car batteries as a power source. 
Most cellular and land-line communication was down. His team became the main link to the rest 
of the world from the region."
